Physicians and householders 
are required to notify the 
local board of health of each 
case of disease dangerous to 
public health. The inter- 
pretation of the phrase is 
left to the discretion of each 
local board.

Ordinances requiring notifi- 
cation of cases of tubercu- 
losis have been enacted. 

Practicing physicians in cities 
of the first and second class 
are required to report each 
case of tuberculosis which 
has been attended by them, 
or which has come under 
their observation.

Each patient, or the 
head of the family, 
shall be furnished 
with printed rules for 
the prevention of the 
spread of communi- 
cable diseases. The 
local board shall see 
that the premises oc- 
cupied by said pa- 
tient are kept in a 
sanitary condition. 
Within five days af- 
ter death or removal 
of said patient, the 
board shall see that 
the premises are 
properly disinfected. 



The State board, under 
the health law of In 
diana, is given power 
to pass rules and ordi- 
nances for the enforce- 
ment of the act to pre- 
vent outbreaks and 
the spread of conta- 
gious, infectious, and 
other diseases. 

Under the statute 
named, ordinances 
may be passed requir- 
ing such notification. 



Local boards of health 
are instructed and 
advised by the State 
board to furnish fami- 
lies in which tubercu- 
losis is present with 
the circular of the 
board, giving instruc- 
tions relative to pre- 
cautions against the 
spread of infection. 



A statute law exists rel- 
ative to notification 
of cases of sickness 
from certain diseases. 
Phthisis pulmonalis 
has been declared by 
the State board to be 
a disease dangerous 
to the public health. 
A test case is before 
the State courts to 
judicially determine 
whether or not phthi- 
sis pulmonalis comes 
within the meaning 
of the statute. 



Failure to comply with 
section 1 of the act for 
preventing the spread 
of tuberculosis which 
requires a report of 
cases of said disease 
is subject to fine.
